HISTORY  OF  THE  DAHLIA 

The  Dahlia  is  a  native  of  Mexico,  where  it  originally  grew  wild  and  in  its  single  form. 
Earliest  history  dates  back  to  1657,  when  it  was  called  Acoctli  by  the  Aztec  Indians.  Later 
the  name  was  changed  to  Dahlia  in  honor  of  Dr.  Andrew  Dahl,  a  Swedish  botanist.  The  first 
double  forms  appeared  in  1814,  being  developed  by  the  Botanical  Gardens  of  Belgium.  The 
decorative  forms  appeared  about  1870  and  the  first  of  the  Cactus  Dahlias  appeared  about 
1872  in  Mexico  and  was  named  Jaurezi  in  honor  of  the  then  President  of  Mexico.  The  Dahlia 
at  one  time  was  used  as  food  in  both  Mexico  and  France. 


CULTURE  OF  THE  DAHLIA 


Soil  should  be  spaded  8  inches  deep  and  thoroughly  pulverized.  Plant  after  the  ground 
has  become  thoroughly  warmed,  laying  bulbs  flat  down  six  inches  deep.  Do  not  plant  on 
end.  Instead  of  many  surface  waterings,  water  less  often  but  soak  real  thoroughly.  Cultivate 
often  and  apply  fertilizer  such  as  manure  to  obtain  the  largest  flowers.  Size  of  bulb  does  not 
in  any  way  indicate  the  size  or  quality  of  the  flower,  as  many  of  the  finest  varieties  have  the 
smallest  bulbs.
